VIII, Anſwer to an Objeftion of miracles. 


Fot ihe Cominendation of their Religion, the 
Pagans are wont to allege Miracles ; againſt 
which many Exceptions may be made, The wis 
ſeſt among themſelves reje& many of cms as 
ſupported by no ſufficient 
Faith of aw and 
plainly counterfft,Some 
which are reported to 
have been real, happen- 
edin ſecrer, in the dark, 
in the preſence of one or 
two, whoſe eyes, by the
